Fincom approves guard, alarm 
for Glen Road School 


A transfer of funds will allow for the 
immediate purchase of a new alarm 
system for the Glen Road School, and 
the hiring of security personnel to 
protect the school, 

‘The $4000 transfer was voted by the 
Wilmington Finance Committee on 
Tuesday night after a discussion with 
a dozen parents concerned about the 
school. The money was broken down 
as $3000 for the alarm system and 
$1000 for a security guard for the 
remainder of the month. After the 
first month, the town will be on a new 
fiscal year, and able to draw on funds 
from the new year. 

The school has been quite 
vulnerable to damage from vandals. 
Recently, 22 windows were broken on 
a Friday night. Last year, an arsonist 
closed the school for six months, 
setting a fire in a utility room. 

Parents in the area have launched 
an active drive to turn conditions 
around at the school, During the 
school year, they have conducted

after school programs for children 
and evening programs for adults at 
the school, to provide greater use of 
the school, leaving it vacant less 
often. Another goal was to instill a 
good feeling for the school in the 
children. Of primary concern to the 
parents has been the effect on the 
children of having the school van- 
dalized, burned and closed. Classes 
last year were under makeshift 
conditions. 

The first discussion at the fincom 
meeting was for an $8000 amount. 
Chairman Walter Kaminski wanted to 
know what that would buy. Robert 
Cain, chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen said that was the balance 
available. 

After questioning brought out that a 
new alarm:system would cost $3000, 
Kaminski expressed a desire to see 
Chief of Police Bobby Stewart and 
Roy McClanahan, Superintendent of 
Public Buildings, for accurate figures 
on the system.

A proposal to scrap a portion of 
Wilmington's sewer project was 
soundly defeated Monday night when 
voters at the Special Town Meeting 
Squashed (581.99) an amendment to a 
sewer bonding article 

The amendment was to have been 
article 2 of the four-article warrant, 
but was made an amendment to ar- 

* ticle 1 on a motion by James Carroll 
so that discussion of the two related 
articles could proceed at the same 
time. It sought to limit the scope of 
the sewer project by eliminating a 
section, called contract six, designed 
to run to North Wilmington industry 
on Ballardvaie Street. 

Voters also gave their over- 
whelming approval to the original 
article 1, thereby allowing con- 
tinuation of the town’s $10,600,000 
sewer project. The vote was 631 to 51 

‘Town Manager Sterling Morris said 
earlier that if the article failed to 
pass, it would “'stop the sewer dead in 
its tracks.” He stressed that the 
article's purpose was not to raise 
more money for the project, but 
merely to straighten out the wording 
of a 1975 article and to allow the town 
to take advantage of state and federal 
grants. 

Several town officials spoke per- 
suasively, in favor of the sewer 
project. The argument presented by 
Robert Cain, chairman of the board of 
selectmen, could well have been the 
clincher. 

According to Cain, the town had 
<equested an opinion from its con- 
sulting engineers, Whitman and 
Howard, regarding the impact of 
deleting the Ballardvale Street 
portion of the project, should article 2 
find acceptance at the town meeting. 

Reading from their reply, Cain told 
voters that such a move would require 
a Revised Facilities Plan and 
reimbursement to federal and state 
agencies for contracts 1, 2,3 and 7, a 
sum approximately $929,377. 

As Water Commissioner George 
Allan put it ‘‘if contract six is deleted,

we are back to the drawing board. We 
have to re-design contracts four 
through six.” This he said would also 
mean~higher engineering costs and 
inflated construction costs because of 
the delay, 

Allan also carefully refuted several 
arguments which had been an- 
ticipated by his board as possible 
stumbling blocks to the sewer project. 

“This sewer project isn't off the 
wall,” he said. “Tt goes back to 1958 
and is well thought out.” : 

Allen said that an Environmental 
Impact Statement required by federal 
and state agencies had studied 
“everything from fish in the brooks to 
noise and dust.” 

“We received their approval. If 
there was a problem with water going 
out of town, it would have been raised 
somewhere in this review process,” 
he said. 

Some residents weren't easily 
convinced, however. “If is 
plenty of water, why am I told to 
water my vegetable garden with a 
bucket?” asked John Sanborn. 

Allen responded by explaining that 
the town's water supply was limited 
by its ability to pump it. “There is 
plenty of water in town,” he said, 
“that's why we're building a treat- 
ment plant, We have a quality 
problem.” 

John DeRoy, chairman of the 
planning board, spoke favorably on 
the need for continued industrial 
growth in North Wilmington. 

“The North Wilmington industrial 
area is well laid out and will not in- 
terfere with the town,” he said. “With, 
the fuel crisis crowing stronger, we 
are all going to have to work eloser to 
home." 


Another proponent of the sewer 
project was planning board member 
Arnold Blake. Blake told voters he 
had been involved with the project 
since 1958. 

“I can only say this is something 
you can not turn down," he warned. 
“The proponents of article 2 (to delete 
contract 6) helped shoot down the 
water treatment plant six years ago. 
When it finally passed the cost was 
almost double." 

While a majority of those present 
agreed on the need to continue the 
sewer project, a small, but deter- 
mined group remained convinced that 
the best way to continue was to delete 
contract 6. These were the 
proponents of article 2 among them 
former selectman Daniel Gillis and 
Madelyn McKie. Mrs. McKie had led 
the defeat of the sewer bonding in the 
annual town meeting, but was silent 
on Monday night. 

“T don’t believe we, as taxpayers, 
should run two miles of sewer over 
open land for the sake of our tax 
base,” Gillis said. 

Other supporters of article 2 in- 
cluded members of the League of 
Women Voters.

“A sewer would make the land 
more valuable. What assurance do 
we have we won't attract some of the 
undesirable industries we have in 
South Wilmington?" asked Janet 
McGinley, speaking for the LWV. 

Nearly 800 voters packed the high 
school gym. Many of those came 
directly from the school’s graduation 
exercises which had been 
rescheduled, because of rain, to 6 
p.m. Monday. Attendance was much 
higher than for a usual town meeting. 
‘The meeting was moved from the 
high school auditorium, which seats 
500, to the gymnasium. 

Many voters began to leave after 
the disposition of the sewer-related 
articles. 

On a voice vote, those who 
remained gave their approval to a 
$900 request by: the Conservation 
Commission for secretarial services, 
They also denied, 286-175, a petition 
by local businessman Albert Fiorenza 
to rezone a parcel of land on Lowell 
and West Streets, from residential to 
high density business. 

Fiorenza’s attorney Simon Cutter 
told voters his client planned to build 
a “gourmet restaurant” with a 
seating capacity of approximately 
150, 

‘The article had received planning 
board approval. 

Residents of the area, however, 
cited existing traffic problems and 
declining property values as their 
reasons for not wanting more 
businesses in the area. 

Supporting the residents was the 

of Women Voters, 

“We oppose this article as another 
creeping extension of business or 
industry into a residential neigh- 
borhood that is already in deep 
trouble,” said former LWV president 
Maida Eisenberg. “The residents of 
South Wilmington still have a right to 
what's left of their’ neighborhood,’ 
she said. 

The motion to adjourn came at 
10:15 p.m.

Hallisey to decide fate 


“To trust the dog, or not to trust the 


That is the question Tewksbury 
Selectman Bill Hallisey must answer 
for himself before he votes on June 24 
on whether or not to expel from town 
the dog that attacked a 10-year-old 
boy on April 6. 

The dog, owned by Gilbert Ricardo 
of Livingston Street, bit nextdoor 
neighbor Brian Mann in the boy’s 
yard, causing extensive head, back, 
leg, and arm injuries. 

‘There is some controversy about 
whether Brian and his brother 
provoked the dog or allowed it in their 
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backyard, as Mrs. Ricardo claims; or 
whether the Ricardo dog broke 
through a hole in the Ricardo's fence 
and entered the Mann property, as the 
Manns’ claim. 

The selectmen were expected to 
decide on the matter at Tuesday’s 


meeting; but Hallisey’s unwillingness 
to vote left the board deadlocked at 2-2 
for and against expelling the German 
shepherd from Tewksbury. Thus, the 
hearing was postponed until the June 
24 meeting.

Spanos scholarships a $6000 surprise 


People at Wilmington High School 
were surprised this year to learn that 
there was $6000 available for 
scholarships, from the George Spanos 
fund. Few people at the high school 
today know who George Spanos was. 

Until 20 years ago, George's 
Restaurant was a center of activity in 
Wilmington. Known by the honorary 
title of “The Mayor of Wilmington,” 
George was an enthusiastic booster of 
young people. 

George died when today's 
graduating seniors were small 
children. He left a sum of money in 
the custody of a friend, who invested 
it. That friend's son now administers 
the fund, and this year he turned over 
$6000 from the proceeds of that fund. 
There should be even more money 
available next year. 

George, who was also known as 

"Was born in 
Salonika, Greece, back in 1889, AS 
many of his coutrymen did, George 
emigrated to the new world; chance 
brought him to Wilmington 

George married Susanne Cragin, a 
member of a family which lived in a 
house on Middlesex Avenue. It was 
an old structure, which stood near 
where the public library is today. The 
new Spanos family moved into a new 
home on Glen Road, still standing 
near the corner of Drury Lane. 

Unfortunately Mrs. Spanos became 
ill, She was in a hospital for many 
years, and eventually in an asylum, 
where she stayed until her death 
about 30 years ago. It was a heart- 
breaking experience for George. He 
never talked about it. 

Some time in the 1930s George built 
a.small store on Middlesex Avenue, 
not far from the high school - today 
the Swain School. It was almost 
\directly across the street from School 
‘Street, After a number of years he 
jtransferred into the old Hay and 
Grain building, on Main Street, near 
the railroad station. The building had 
‘been, for years the property of the 
Buck Brothers. 

That became George's Restaurant, 
‘a few years before World War Il. 


George had a small apartment, up- 
stairs. 

When the draft law went into effect, 
in 1939, there were many people in 
Wilmington who had more than just 
sympathy for the boys who had to 
leave for the Army, at $21 a month. 
The former Silver Lake Betterment 
Hall, at the corner of Williams 
Avenue, became the meeting place 
for a group of ladies known as the 
Aids to Victory. Their self-imposed 
job was to keep in communication 
with the boys in the service, and to 
write letters and send’ gifts. 

George, of course, was not a 
member of the Aids to Victory, but his 
restaurant was right beside the 
railroad station. Servicemen waiting 
for the train would come in. George 
hada heart-felt interest in the welfare 
of the serviceman. 

Any serviceman - from anywhere, 
could get a cup of coffee from George. 
There was never a charge. 

It was something that grew. As the 
size of the army increased, every 
Wilmington serviceman, going, or 
coming héme on leave, would stop in 
to see George. He began to get’ pic- 
tures of the servicemen, and put them 
up on the wall. The pictures grew in 
number. 

When the Women's Army Corps, 
and other branches of the service 
opened up for females, the girls’ 
pictures went up on the wall, along 
with the men’s pictures. There were, 
literally, hundreds of photos of ser- 
vicemen and women on the walls of 
his restaurant, in big picture frames. 
‘The pictures themselves were small, 
but they collectively took up a lot uf 
room. ‘i 

Somehow a reporter from the New 
York Times dropped in one day, and 
was impressed. He wrote a story 
about George, which appeared in that 
paper. He called George ‘The Mayor 
of Wilmington.” 

It was a name that stuck. No im- 
portant government official of 
politician could now go through 
Wilmington without stopping to have 
his picture taken with George. 


Eventually the war was over, and 
the veterans returned home. The 
pictures which George had ac- 
cumulated were given to Chapter 106 
of the Disabled American Veterans. 
‘The writer does not know where they 
are now, but it is safe to say that in 
very few communities were there 
such an aecumulation of pictures of 
the community's service men and 
women. 

It was about that time that 
Wilmington started being interested 
in speed skating. Carl and Hazel 
Backman were the people who started 
it, ona little pond off Chestnut Street. 
The Backman family acquired the 
name of The Flying Backmans. 
Bucky, as he was known, taught many 
young people how to skate. The 
Wilmington Skating Club was formed. 

A Boston newspaper, the Boston 
Daily Record, started having some 
annual speed skating contests, each 
year in February. It was called the 
“Silver Skates." 

The Silver Skates was a natural for 
the Wilmington boys and girls, after 
their lessons from Bucky and friends. 
Each year more and more kids at- 
‘tended the Silver Skates in Boston, on 
a Sunday in February. \ 

George ould buy hundreds” of 
tickets to the Boston Garden, and sell 
them at cost, to his W 
friends. He arranged with the Boston 
and Maine Railroad to have a special 
train from Wilmington, on that 
Sunday morning. 

Hundreds of fans from Wilmington 
would be present. One year some one 
counted the passengers on that train, 
and there were, if memory serves 
éorrectly, 1261. Others went in by 
automobile. 

George would prepare special 
signs, for that event. He would sew 
together several bedsheets, with big 
lettering on them about the 
Wilmington Skating Club, and-display 
thenr from the upper seats in the 
Garden. Often, during a tense 
moment in a race, one would hear his 
voice, sort of out, 
couraging some Wilmington

youngster on to a little more speed. 

The Silver Skates was a harum- 
skarum event. The kids loved it. So 
did George. 

Football, too, was of great interest 
to the Mayor ‘of Wilmington. His 
restaurant would be a meeting place 
for fans, to léave for the out-of-town 
games. George, at the games, was 
generally to be seen on the players’ 
bench. From’there his voice could be 
heard, cheering on the team. 

But, as the fifties turned into the 
sixties there wes less and less train 
traffic. People went places by 
automobiles, There was no more 


ri 


waiting for either the “local’”’ or the 
“express.” 

Fewer and fewer people went into 
George's Restayrant, as a result. 
There came a day when the 
restaurant had to be closed. George 
was really up against it 

The same kind of depression that hit 
the railroads, in the late 1950s hit 
George too. 

He got a job painting hydrants, for 
the Wilmington Water Department. 
He would go all over town, pushing a 
little four - wheeled vehicle loaded 
with paint pots and brushes. He never 
complained.

Old age was creeping up. George 
eventually went to live in an apart- 
ment at the Old Age Housing, but he 
went to the fqotball games, as much 
as he could, even though, toward the 
end, he did so in a wheel chair. The 
end came on December 27, 1965. 

‘There are many young people who 
consider themselves lucky today. But 
they never went into George's 
Restaurant, with their mother and 
dad. They never sat on a stool, and 
ate a piece of apple pie, listening to 
the .Noble Greek expound on 
philosophy, and life.

Congratulations to Mr. Allen for his 
presentation on Article 1 of the 
Special Town Meeting. It was indeed 
professional and documented. It is 
regretable however that the taxpayer 
had to pay for yet another “Special” 
meeting..all of this material should 
have been presented at the Annual 
Town Meeting. 

Mr. Allen’s reference to ‘instant 
environmentalists” on his fact and 
fiction sheet was perhaps a bit 
caustic. Many sincere and 
knowledgeable Wilmington residents 
have been actively concerned and 
involved ‘‘environmentalists”’ for 
many years and we encourage others 
to become better informed. 

I personally have, for the past five 
years, .tried to get the Town of 
Wilmington to become more aware of 
the hazardous and dangerous 
chemicals being transported \and 
stored in Wilmington.

schools,

protected in the event their dog does 
bite an innocent person, because 
there have been and undoubtedly will 
be in the future, dog bite cases in 
court, resulting in a verdict of many 
thousands of dollars. When a verdict 
is reached by the court or jury and 
damages are doubled, and in many 
instances trebled.

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Builder responds to Mill Road residents 


“We've done something a little bit 
different here. The people ended up 
with a better street than we were 
obligated for.”” 

Dick Stuart was responding to two 
recent articles in the Town Crier 

conditions at Mill Road in 
Wilmington, a development built by 
Stuart and Joseph Langone last year. 
Residents of that street had recently 
complained to the Wilmington 
selectmen and to the Planning Board. 
Their complaints included the smell 
of sewage coming from an open 
stream, a pond in one back yard, a 
pile of boulders and stumps in 
another, erosion, and work that had 
allegedly been conducted on private 


property. 

“T'm sure eventually this stuff is 
going to be worked out,”’ said Stuart. 
He said that he and Langone had done 
what they said they were going to do, 
and that many of the conditions were 
not their responsibility. 

He said that the report that the 
developers had gone bankrupt was 
totally erroneous. The real estate 
firm that sold the houses had changed 
its name fromi Camelot to Casalot, but 
the, developers were still the same. 

“We have the same phone that 
we've had for years,” said Stuart. 

He said that a bond for $16,000 had 


been posted for the street, and that 
about $2000 of that bond was still in 
effect, to cover stone bounds and 
seeding.» He said that they would 
touch up the grass seeding along the 
street once the stone bounds were set, 
but that they had experienced a 
problem in surveying for the setting 
of the bounds. People keep pulling up 
the surveyors stakes. 

Stuart said that the developers had 
not gone off the bounds in building the 
street. He said that the person with 
such a claim should check his deed. 

Mill Road had been in existence for 
hundreds of years prior to the 
developers working on the road last 
year, It had long been only a dirt 
road, with all the problems that ac- 
company such a road. Four homes 
were already located on the road 
prior to Stuart and Langone com- 
mencing their development. 

Because of this, and under the 
subdivision control law, the 
developers were not legally required 
to build a road such as is done in a 
regular subdivision. The Wilmington 
Board of Selectmen granted per- 
mission to build the houses without 
the road in 1975, in an “official map” 
hearing. Stuart and Langone later 
agreed with the Planning Board to 
build the road, but not to 


specifications that would normally be 
required in a subdivision. 

The Wilmington Conservation 
Commission had also made a ruling, 
in regard to the development. This 
ruling required that the developers 
leave a “swale” of water retention 
area behind one of the houses. This 


swale was the subject of complaints | 


from residents, but the 


mission. 7 

In regard to the smell coming from 
the stream, Stuart said that all septic 
systems in the development had been 
approved by Town Sanitarian Ernest 
Romano. He said that there was & 
high iron content in the water in the 
stream. If there was a problem with 
sewage, it was not related to the 
development. 

Stuart said that the boulders were

Stuart said that the developers had 
received no complaints of water in the 
cellars. One of the Town Crier ar- 
ticles had mentioned cellars being 
dug into a “clay dish,” which Stuart 
said was not the case.

Don Bosco curve 
breaks Redmen, 4-1

Teams don't win many games with 
one hit, and not many Merrimack 
Valley Conference pitchers have the 
Good at-the-knee breaking stuff that 
Don Bosco righthander Joe Reardon 
had Friday, 

What one hit and a pitcher superior 
to most in your own conference 
usually adds up to is a loss in the 
Eastern Mass.Tournament. Not an 
embarassment mind you, just a tough 
loss to a team that had the pitching 
and scored the runs when it counted 
most. 

Don Bosco had what it took Friday 
afternoon in the preliminary game at 
South Boston's Columbus Park, 
snapping a 1-1 tie with three runs in 
the bottom of the eighth inning to 
eliminate coach John Bresnahan’s 
Redmen 4-1, who were making their 
first tourney appearance since 1973. 

Tewksbury finished its season 12-8 
overall, and ace starting pitcher 
‘Steve Marsh took the loss. The senior 
lefty pitched well enough to win most 
MVC games, striking out seven and 
walking four while allowing just six 
hits. The job wasn’t quite good 
enough to top Bosco, easily the 
biggest team the locals have faced all 
season 

“He was an excellent pitcher, he did 
just a super job," said Bresnahan 
after the game Reardon, 7-2 with an 
0.87 ERA, allowed: only a leadoff 
single to Fred Mainey in the eighth 
inning 

Reardon finished with 10 strikeouts, 
and he and Marsh matched each ot 
piteh-for-pitch through the middle 
innings. The only Tewksbury player 
to really hit the ball well off the Bosco 
ace was senior shortstop Don O'Brien 
(429). “I hit the ball every time up, I 
just hit it right at people,” offered 
O'Brien afterward. ‘ 

“I wanted to get up another time,” 
offered the TMHS All-Star shortstop. 
Unfortunately, Reardon never gave 
O'Brien the opportunity, closing the 
doors on the Tewksbury season when 
he fanned Marsh in the top of the 
ninth. 

“He was the best pitcher we faced 
all season. The pitching in the MVC 
wasn't so hot this year,” offered 
O'Brien. ‘It took us a while for us to 
get used to him, He had a pretty good 
curveball, but I don’t think he placed 
it very well on me.” 

Reardon may have been up with the 
curve to O'Brien, but he was smack 
dab at the knees with it against every 
other hitter in the Tewksbury lineup. 
He got the low strike throughout the 
game and stuck with it, befuddling the 
‘TMHS hitters. 

While the Redmen struggled with 
the bats, they shone with the gloves. 
“We played an excellent game 
defensively, especially Mark Riddle, 
who played an exceptional gant 
said Bresnahan, 

The Tewksbury secondbaseman 
was flawless in the field with four 
putouts and three assists, Fir- 
stbaseman Ron Wallace played his 
finest game of the season in the field, 
saving several low infield throws. 

“Steve pitched a super duper game, 
it's just too bad that he had that one 
bad inning,” said the TMHS coach.

With the score knotted at 1-1, the 
burly Bosco boys went to work rat- 
ting Marsh for three runs in the 
bottom of the eighth. 


The winners rapped three of their 
six hits in this inning, the big blow a 
triple by Bob Walsh to get the winning 
rally started. Mark Walsh then 
walked and stole second, Steve 
D’Ossie ripped his second RBI single 
of the game for the game winner, and 
Dan Sheehan followed that up with a 
two run triple for the insurance runs. 

Don-Bosco had broken out on top 
with a run in the bottom of the third 
when Mark Walsh doubled and 
D’Ossie singled him home. The 
Redmen came right back to tie the 
game without the benefit of a basehit 
in the top of. the sixth inning. 

Riddle led with a walk, then Ron 
Baker had his fielders choice bouncer 
to secondbase thrown into leftfield to 
put Redmen on second and third with 
one out.

Heinsohn fires from the hip. “Just 
about the time I got fired, they (the 
Celtics) were also thinking about 
firing Red at the same time because 
of the money he pulls down.” 

Heinsohn, who coached the team to 
two world championships and a slew 
of division titles in eight years, w: 
around when the Celtics reputation as 
the class of professional basketball 
began going down for the count a little 
more than two years ago. 

The former Celtics star forward, 
who along with Russell, Cousy, 
Havlicek, Ramsey, Sharman and the 
Jones boys helped to fashion a Boston 
dynasty, found himself bogged down 
with a Wicks and a Rowe along with a 
very disenchanted owner in Irv Levin. 

After being eliminated in the 
Eastern Conference semifinals by 
Philly in seven games a couple of 
springs ago, and following that 
disappointment up with a horrendous 
start the next season, Tom was given 
the boot by Auerbach and Tom 
Sanders took over ‘ complete a 
miserable tw years in Boston Celtics 
history 

The team finished with the worst 
record in its history, Sanders was 
fired, Dave Cowens took over the 
reigns, and the fans began hoping that 
a kid from Indiana could lead the 
team up from the dregs of the league. 

One year later the Celtics, behind 
that kid named Bird, have bounced 
back, and Heinsohn, if he ever was 
really down, is back doing the many 
things that he loves, including 
painting, travelling, color comen- 
tating on college and NBA games for 
Home Box Office and Channel 27. In 
the near future he will help to 
negotiate the contract of client 
Michael Brooks, the star forward

after turning pro. Heinsohn had 
asked Auerbach to try to deal Rowe 
for a decent guard two weeks after he 
was acquired, ‘‘and yet he was stil 
there after I got fired,” explained the 
former Celtics mentor. 

“Red and I just never saw eye to 
eye on the Curtis Rowe situation. I 
think that Sidney took a bad rap. He 
had contract problems, then the fans 
and the press got on him and he was 
impossible to deal with after that,” 
offered Heinsohn. 

“Yes, Sidney Wicks was a difficult 
player, both the kids from UCLA were 
difficult players,"” concluded Hein. 
sohn. 

Now, it appears that Auerbach, 
Bird and coach Bill Fitch have turned 
the team around. The Celtics played
